At first, sight the present time of 
stagnation and depression may not

- exponditure on research in: the ship- 
. building industry, but more careful 
consideration will show. that such 
expenditure may nevertheless be well 

.., advised, If ‘it be .admitted that 
progress in‘the past has been furthered 
by research of the: sight kind, .it will

_ beneficial effect is to be anticipated in 
the future, and there can be no 
question that any stimulus which can 
help to reatore the industry to a 
position of prosperity should be ap- 
plied at the first possible opportunity. 
That research may provide euch 
a stimulua, we gather, is the view of 
Mr-‘Tlarold E. Yarrow, 0.n.2., who, in 
hia presidential address to the Institu- 
tion of Engineers and Shipbuilders 
in, Scotland, traced the 
effect of sciéntific research in

-of high-speed craft of the torpedo-bost 
type during the last fifty years, and
